PAIR ‘

TWO Turkish gangsters who executed 
an associate in a Tottenham flat before 
burying his body in Epping Forest have 
been jailed for life. 

Yilmaz Coskun, 36, and Remzi Akguc, 41, 
were found guilty of murdering Hidir Aksakal, 
53, who was shot four times following a row over 
one of the killers’ girlfriends at a fish restaurant. 

They were caught after CCTV captured one of 
the killers in a DIY shop as he practised digging 
the shallow grave. 

The body of Mr Aksakal, also known as 
“Boxer Cetin”, was discovered by a member of 
the public on September 9 last year wrapped in a 
tarpaulin concealed in a shallow grave in a 
remote part of Epping Forest, near Hollow 
Ponds, Whipps Cross, east London. 

His legs and hands were bound tightly with blue 
rope and a cord had been looped around his neck. 

A few yards away police found a shovel 
in shallow water, a jury at the Old Bailey heard. 

Mr Aksakal had last been sighted three weeks 
earlier in the early hours of August 17 in Green 
Lanes, Harringay, where he had met Coskun and 
Akguc at a restaurant. 

Police inquiries revealed that Mr Aksakal had 
travelled with them to the flat in Templeton Road, 
Tottenham, where Coskun was living at the time. 
There they executed him in the living room. 

The court heard that later the same day, Akguc 
went to a builders’ merchants in Stoke Newing¬ 
ton, where he bought a shovel, a panel saw, a 
pickaxe handle, a tarpaulin, a blue rope, a trolley 
and two pairs of gloves. 


Some 22 hours later, Coskun and Akguc buried 
the body in boggy ground in Epping Forest. 

However, not only had Akguc been captured 
on CCTV at the builders’ merchants, the two 
men had also been captured by CCTV at a 
boathouse near Hollow Ponds searching for a 
spot to bury the body and then unloading it from 
a black Mercedes car in the early hours. 

Police were able to trace this vehicle and subse¬ 
quently carried out a search of Coskun’s address, 
which revealed three knotted socks in the garden. 

One contained a gun, another ammunition and 
the third a silencer and more ammunition. Also 
in a sock was a hatchet. Tests showed that the 
gun was the firearm used in the murder and was 
also stained with the victim’s blood. 

A neighbour reported on August 20, 2015, that 
there was an “overpowering” smell of cleaning 
products in the block. 

Coskun hired a painter and decorator to deco¬ 
rate his flat and replaced some flooring. A police 


examination of the property on September 18, 
2015, found, despite the clean-up efforts, exten¬ 
sive bloodstains in the living room and a drip 
trail of blood leading from the front door of the 
flat down the stairs to the communal hallway. 

The victim’s DNA was also found in 
Coskun’s Mercedes. 

Akguc, from Clerkenwell, and Coskun, of no 
fixed address, were both found guilty of murder 
and preventing a lawful burial by a jury on Tues¬ 
day last week. 

Detective Chief Inspector Jamie Piscopo, from 
the Homicide and Major Crime Command, said: 
“Hidir Aksakal’s murder was a cold-blooded 
execution with the defendants then going to great 
lengths to dispose of his body. The evidence 
against them was overwhelming.”

Drug dealer 
jailed after 
police chase 

A DRUG dealer who crashed a car with a 
suitcase full of cocaine in it into shops in 
Crouch End during a police chase has been 
jailed for 25 years. 

The premises of two businesses in Park 
Road were wrecked, causing thousands of 
pounds worth of damage, when 29-year-old 
Tristen Asllani lost control of the car on Jan¬ 
uary 25. 

Nobody was injured, but shop staff had to 
“dive for their lives” as the car ploughed 
through the frontages. 

Asllani, of Avenue Road, Crouch End, had 
been fleeing after a police surveillance 
operation in Avenue Road which led to the 
recovery of £6million worth of drugs. 

Officers had seen him hand a suitcase to 
Arber Beqaj, 24, who then left in a taxi with 
Ndricim Musaj, 24. 

Police stopped it and arrested the duo on 
suspicion of drugs offences, recovering the 
suitcase which contained 12kg of cocaine. 

Meanwhile, police saw Asllani collect 
another suitcase and rucksack from an 
address in Avenue Road and drive away. 

When officers indicated for him to stop, the 
car sped off - eventually crashing into the 
buildings in Park Road. 

Asllani fled on foot, but was caught hiding 
near the scene of the crash. He was arrested 
and a further 21 kgs of cocaine recovered. 

A search of his address in Avenue Road 
found 16.5 kgs of cannabis along with a 
Skorpion machine gun fitted with a silencer. 

All three men were sentenced at Kingston 
Crown Court on Thursday. Musaj and 
Beqaj, both of no fixed address, were jailed 
for nine and eight years respectively

A DECISION to scrap a 50 per cent 
discount on controlled parking 
zone permits for over-65s has 
been slammed. 

Enfield Council’s scheme is part 
of proposals to raise an extra 
£160,000 a year which got the go- 
ahead despite a call-in at last week’s 
overview and scrutiny committee. 

The council also wants to intro¬ 
duce permit tariffs rated by size of a 
vehicle’s engine to boost funds. 

A report by the director of regen¬ 
eration and environment David 
Morris said the gap between the 
income and cost of running the con¬ 
trolled parking zones had increased 


by 42 per cent between 2011 and 
2015 - but the income had gone up 
by only 20 per cent. 

The council has extended CPZs 
around North Middlesex University 
Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmon¬ 
ton, and Chase Farm Hospital, in 
The Ridgeway, Enfield, as well as 
in Winchmore Hill, in Wilson Street 
and Queens Avenue. 

Mr Morris said: “The cost of per¬ 
mits should cover the administration 
and enforcement of any schemes to 
make the service cost neutral.” 

The deputy leader of the council’s 
Conservative group in Joanne Laban 
said: “Ending the 50 per cent dis¬ 
count for the over-65 s - people who 
have spent decades paying their 
council tax will raise £29,000, a rel¬ 


ativity small amount given the coun¬ 
cil’s overall budget, but one which 
will hit some pensioners hard.” 

“I am quite appalled,” she added. 
She said the council should have lis¬ 
tened to residents’ views. 

The council held a consultation in 
the spring and 624 residents partici¬ 
pated, with 54 per cent against 
scrapping the over-65 s’ discount and 
33 per cent in favour of the move. 

Cabinet member for the environ¬ 
ment Daniel Anderson said that 
consultation documents had been 
sent to people in the areas affected 
by the change. 

The introduction of permit tariffs 
rated by engine size was opposed by 
six out of ten respondents. The tar¬ 
iffs will be reviewed annually.

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Campaign aims to keep 
women safe from abuse ■

A NEW campaign to raise awareness among 
young women about abusive relationships was 
launched in Enfield yesterday (Tuesday). 

Enfield Council is working with Solace 
Women’s Aid, which runs a refuge for victims 
of domestic violence at a secret location in the 
borough, to help women recognise the warning 
signs and where to seek help. 

Abuse takes many forms from telling part¬ 
ners what to wear and checking up on their 
mobile phone and internet use, to telling them 
who they can and can’t talk to. 

According to charity Refuge, more than 50 
per cent of women aged between 18 and 21 
had experienced at least one abusive incident in 
a relationship. 

Sandjea Green, senior manager at the 21-bed 
residential centre at the secret location in 
Enfield, said it was essential to work on pre¬ 
venting young women becoming caught in abu¬ 
sive relationships and making sure they knew 
help was available. 

On average, police across Enfield receive 20 
calls a day and detain five people because of 
domestic violence, and the number of reported 
cases in the borough was rising, said Ms Green. 

A group of young mothers at the refuge, who 
cannot be identified, described some of the 
abuse they had experienced. 

A women in her 20s, who met her ex-partner 
when she was a teenager, said: “I said to myself 
I will stay in this life till our child is of age, 


so if I have a terrible life I will sacrifice that. 
I was very controlled, so I could not leave 
the house.” 

Her partner criticised her clothes and 
objected to her speaking to other people. 

She is now working to block those negative 
messages from her mind. 

Eventually, she decided to leave and was told 
to be ready later the same day. 

“It gave me a breathing space,” she said. 

“It’s finding your own space and realising 
what he’s done was nothing to do with you.” 

Children are also affected by the abuse and 
can need help with behavioural problems after 
witnessing what was going on. 

Another young mother, who was in her early 
20s when her partner became abusive, said: “I 
did not know what was happening until we sep¬ 
arated. He was telling me not to wear things 
and I thought it was because he wanted me to 
be better. Now I realise.” 

Her ex-partner threatened to kill her and she 
said that abuse makes you “question yourself”. 

Another woman described how she was “suf¬ 
fering in silence”. 

“I did not know there was help out there,” she 
said. “He was always putting me down and 
making me feel I was not good enough.” 

Another woman described how she had lost 
her job as it was not safe to stay in the area. 

Women stay at the Enfield refuge for six 
months, or even longer, until they can get a 
suitable place to live. 

The refuge offers services including the Iris 
project, which works with GP surgeries, 


advocacy work with children’s centre to ensure 
youngsters affected by an abusive relationship 
get help and a partnership with police. 

The council’s cabinet member for community 
safety Krystle Fonyonga said: “I think it’s 
important for them to talk to each other and 
keep talking and not suffer in silence.” 

She urged them to get help. 


“It’s really important for women to know they 
are not on their own,” she added. 

The refuge runs a confidential line which 
people who are being abused or those who are 
worried about a friend or relative can call for 
advice and support.

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Supermarket sweep 

Ernest's mission to reduce the number of abandoned trolleys

A CAMPAIGNER who is fed up 
with seeing abandoned super¬ 
market trolleys on the streets 
of Enfield says that changes to 
the council’s reporting system 
have caused delays in getting 
them removed. 

Ernest Smith has spent more 
than a decade reporting sightings 
of dumped trolleys after shop¬ 
pers have finished with them. 

He said: “I have seen and 
recorded 22,000 trolleys aban¬ 
doned in the streets and 
have taken most of them back to 
the supermarket. 

“I have only asked the council 
to remove 4,506. Until recently a 
short phone call to the call centre 
was required to get the details 
logged in the council system.” 

“If the call was made before 
noon, most fly-tips would be 
cleared that day.” 

But he said that Enfield Coun¬ 
cil’s move away from using a call 
centre to on-line recording had 
slowed things down. 

“The council is not responding 
enough or quickly enough,” 
added Mr Smith, of Ladysmith 
Road, Enfield. 

He said he had seen abandoned 
shopping trolleys full of rubble 
or even used as makeshift barbe¬ 
cues or for spray painting. 


In 2010, the council took over 
the power to seize and remove 
abandoned shopping trolleys. It 
can also charge owners for the 
cost of removal, storage and dis¬ 
posing of them. 

Mr Smith welcomed the move, 
which, he said, should make the 
stores “take notice”. 

However, the 7 8-year-old said 
that dealing with the volume of 
abandoned trolleys was “a drain 
on their resources”. 

The council scraps trolleys 
which have not been claimed 
within six weeks. 

Shops are charged £5 a day 
storage, with an extra £60 admin¬ 
istration and collection fee. 

A spokesman for the council 
responded: “It is completely 
unacceptable for people to dump 
shopping trolleys when they have 
finished with them and we are 
working with retailers to find 
ways of securing them to make it 
harder for them to be removed 
from shops and retail parks. 

“Enfield Connected makes it 
easier than ever before to report 
littering, fly-tipping and other 
street issues to the council and 
ensure they are removed 
promptly. We are constantly 
updating our website to make it 
more accessible and we will con¬ 
tinue to do so to make sure resi¬ 
dents can help us to keep our 
streets clean.”

Festival-goers bombard organisers with complaints

SUN cream and water being confiscated by secu¬ 
rity staff were among the complaints voiced by 
revellers at a music festival on Saturday. 

For the second year running, organisers of the 
51 st State Festival, in the grounds of the historic 
Trent Park mansion, off Cockfosters Road, have 
been forced to apologise over the lengths of 
queues at the festival, which attracted an esti¬ 
mated 12,500 punters. 

Billed as a fusion of garage, soul, funk and 
dub, it boasted the likes of Soul II Soul, Roger 
Sanchez and David Morales “in one of north 
London’s most stunning parks”. 

But hundreds of people have since taken to 
Facebook to voice concerns, including having to 
queue for more than two hours for a can of lager 
for £6 and being subjected to searches by secu¬ 
rity staff which were too intimate. 

One woman posted on the 51 st State Facebook 
page: “The security were appalling and it appears 
that they did not have the proper training in deal¬ 
ing with the general public, and how to conduct 
searches without people feeling violated. 

“And what is this about confiscating sun 
cream? That is another major health and safety 
issue in itself. Someone could have lost their life 
from heat exhaustion and dehydration. How 
would you have felt then?” 

Another woman stated: “Shocking!! Really can 
you say you learnt from last year ??? I don’t think 
so as you promised so much from your learnings 
then and still got it wrong!!” 

Other concerns were that revellers had to queue 
up twice for drinks - firstly in a queue to buy 
tokens for drinks and then in the actual queue 
for drinks. 

Meanwhile, Enfield police said they arrested 
five men at the festival who were carrying knives. 

Organisers denied that sun cream had been 
confiscated, but said “a few aerosol cans of self¬ 
tanning lotion” had been taken under rules ban¬ 
ning pressurised canisters. 

They admitted confiscating bottles of water on 
entry to the site under “a condition of licensing 
because water can be used as an agent to trans¬ 
port illegal substances”, but said water was 
given out for free at every arena on site. 

In a statement on their Facebook page, organis¬ 
ers of the festival told revellers that they were 



compiling a list of comments and would be 
reviewing procedures. 

A spokesman said: “We are a team of people 
who genuinely care about your experience and 
we are disappointed that we were unable to satis¬ 
factorily resolve the problems with the token 
queues and other frustrations so many of you 
have expressed.” 

Other concerns were over litter and sound qual¬ 
ity from the main stage. However, there were 
positive comments on Facebook about the DJs 
and music at the festival. 

One man stated: “The surroundings were fan¬ 
tastic, the tented music areas were very good, and 
there was great sound and lighting and the line¬ 
up was second to none.”

O UR system is broken. The 
Brexit vote had little to 
do with our relations 
with the EU - it was a cry of 
rage from the disenfranchised 
and unlistened-to. 

We have a government intent 
on selling off - or giving away - 
our assets to the big corporations 
while the “opposition” tears itself 
apart because their MPs don’t 
want to oppose the giveaway.

It’s going to take a lot 
of work and trust, but it’s our 
only hope.

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Heist conviction 
appeal rejected

AN Enfield plumber who was convicted for his 
part in concealing goods after the £14million 
Hatton Garden jewel heist has had a High Court 
appeal against his conviction turned down. 

A Court of Appeal judge rejected his applica¬ 
tion to appeal against his 21-month prison sen¬ 
tence, which was suspended for two years. 

The application was refused on July 22 and the 
self-employed entrepreneur, of Riverside Gar¬ 
dens, Enfield, has now made another application 
for his appeal to be considered by a panel of 
three judges. 

The 49-year-old, who runs a heating and 
plumbing company in Enfield, was convicted by 
a jury at Woolwich Crown Court of concealing, 
converting or transferring criminal property fol¬ 
lowing a trial which lasted for three months. 

His co-defendant Carl Wood, 59, of Elderbeck 
Close, Cheshunt, who was sentenced to six years 
after he was found guilty of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit burglary and conspiracy to conceal, convert 
or transfer criminal property, has also had his 
application to appeal turned down. 

William Lincoln, 61, from Bethnal Green, east 
London, has also been told his application to 
appeal against a seven-year sentence for conspir¬ 
acy to commit burglary and conspiracy to 
conceal, convert or transfer criminal property 
turned down. 

The applications were considered by a single 
judge - but they all have a right for an appeal bid 
to be looked at by three judges sitting in the 
Court of Appeal.

Fire brigade says farewell 
to Maisie the canteen cook

A WOMAN who had once been a canteen cook 
at Edmonton fire station was remembered at a 
ceremonial funeral last week. 

Maisie Bess Spooner, 99, had spent a number of 
years in the late 1970s serving the fire crews at 
the station in Church Street their favourite dishes 
But the special honour accorded her on 
Wednesday was also in recognition of her 
wartime activity as a volunteer firefighter with 
the Auxiliary Fire Service and the many years 
she spent working for the London Fire Brigade 
as a call handler answering emergency 999 calls. 


Firefighters formed a guard of honour at 
Enfield Crematorium. The funeral cortege also 
included three fire engines. 

Maisie, also nicknamed. Big C, or Mitzi, by 
friends and family, retired as a cook at Edmonton 
fire station in 1978. She lived in Cheshunt. 

She joined the Auxiliary Fire Service at the age 
of 22 in a bid to do her bit at the start of World 
Warll in 1939. 

Over the years, she shared stories with crews of 
times during the Blitz - hurtling across London in 
a fire engine - while bombs landed around her. 

Soon after the end of the war, she became a fire 
service call handler. She also drove a canteen 
wagon and provided meals to crew at the scenes 


of accidents and training exercises. The capital’s 
most senior woman firefighter, London Fire 
Brigade’s director of safety and assurance Dany 
Cotton, paid tribute to the 99-year-old. 

She said: “We owe a huge debt of gratitude to 
our wartime women firefighters, like Maisie, 
who did so much to protect the nation, but also 
helped pave the way for the women firefighters 
working today across the country.” 

“London Fire Brigade are celebrating their 
150th anniversary, remembering those devoted to 
the fire service. We must never forget the dedi¬ 
cation of firefighters past and present and it was 
great for us to be able to give her a guard of hon¬ 
our she so richly deserved.”

A YOUNG woman who struggled to cope 
with her feelings after her brother was killed 
in an arson attack has called for more support 
for young people suffering mental health 
problems. 

Katie Mullins was just 12 when her brother 
and another man died after the attack on a 
block of flats. Another brother was seriously 
injured in the incident. 


The Enfield Island Village resident wit¬ 
nessed the impact of the tragedy and its after- 
math on her family. 

She tried to keep the family together, while 
coping with her own feelings of loss. 

She recalled: “I did not know how to 
process my grief when I was 12.” 

When she was 16, she started self-harming. 

“It was just a coping mechanism,” she 
explained. “I honestly thought that the pain I 
was causing took away the pain inside.” 

It was not until she was 22 that she was 


finally diagnosed with depression. 

Since then she has got help to learn to 
deal with her feelings following her 
family’s bereavement. 

Ms Mullins, who works in retail, said: “I 
think mental health research is really impor¬ 
tant and something we have needed more of 
for a long time - to me it means hope. 

“It’s particularly important for young 
people as people just don’t seem able to 
accept or understand why children have men¬ 
tal health problems.” 

She is backing mental health charity MQ: 

Transforming Mental Health for more fund¬ 
ing into research into young people’s mental 
health issues. 

“If I can use my experience to help some¬ 
one else, then something will have come out 
of it,” she said. 

Her call comes as the charity revealed that 
two thirds of parents feared that a child would 
never recover from a mental illness. 

However, 84 per cent of adults said that 
more should be done to tackle mental health. 

Ms Mullins said things were so tough when 
her brother died and added: “I don’t know 
what would have helped.” 

She said that there should be a resource list¬ 
ing signs that parents could look out for to 
help children who might be at risk of mental 
health problems. 

She added: “I know that everyone reacts 
differently to trauma. 

“People should try talking to their child and 
if that does not help they should then talk to Trauma: Katie Mullins started self-harming in the 
the doctor.” aftermath of the tragedy

• British Cypriots, once again demonstrated in great numbers at the annual “Rally for Cyprus” in central London on 16th July calling upon 
Turkey to end the 42-year long illegal military occupation of the northern part of the island so that Cyprus can once again be reunited. 

• The Rally was preceded by a letter of protest to the Turkish Ambassador in London, delivered by the President, Christos Karaolis and 
Officers of the National Federation.

“the power to make a lasting difference in relation to Cyprus and now is the time to exercise this proactively and constructively”. 

• Also at the Rally were The Cyprus High Commissioner H.E. Euripides Evriviades, the Greek Ambassador Konstantinos Bikas, GLA 
Member Andrew Dismore, Cypriot MP Takis Hadjigeorgiou and the Mayor of the occupied town of Lapithos, Neoptolemos Kotsapas. 

• Politicians from across the UK’s politcal spectrum also reiterated their support for a reunited Cyprus at a meeting held in the House of 
Commons on 12th July. This included the Minister for Europe, the Rt.Hon. David Lidington, MPs of Barnet, Enfield and Haringey, Mike 
Freer, Theresa Villiers, David Burrowes, Kate Osamor, Catherine West. These MPs were joined by other Parliamentarians Sir Roger Gale, 
Sir Alan Meale, Sheryl Murray, Caroline Nokes, Sir David Amess, Mark Pritchard, Diana Johnson and Lord Hylton. 

• The meeting in the House of Commons was preceded by a picket in support of the Organisation of Families of Missing Cypriots UK.

Dragon adds fire to remake 



PETE’S DRAGON (PG, 103 mins) 


D O you believe in dragons? You cer¬ 
tainly will by the conclusion of 
David Lowery’s charming fantasy 
adventure, which reworks the beloved 
1977 Disney musical of the same name as 
a rip-roaring story of devotion between an 
orphaned boy and his mythical protector. 

State-of-the-art special effects magically 
bring to life the titular behemoth - a gar¬ 
gantuan fluffy green beast, whose inquis¬ 
itive and playful demeanour suggests it 
might be the love child of Sulley from Mon¬ 
sters, Inc and Falkorthe luckdragon in The 
Neverending Story. 

Lowery’s film possesses a similar sense 
of wonder as those two family favourites, 
underscored with life lessons about the 
self-sacrifice that springs naturally from an 
enduring friendship. 

The lean script, co-written by the 
director and Toby Halbrooks, is punctu¬ 
ated with thrilling action sequences 
and doesn’t saturate the screen with 
mawkish sentimentality. 

In fact, the film delivers a hammer blow 
of heartbreaking emotion in the sombre 
opening sequence to rival Bambi and Up. 

Very young children may need a 
comforting snuggle as life and death 
skip hand-in-hand in these beautifully 
crafted frames. 

A little boy called Pete (Levi Alexander) 
is orphaned in a road accident and left to 
fend for himself in the forest that buffers 
the community of Millhaven. 

The helpless and tearful child is rescued 
from a pack of hungry wolves by a green 
dragon, which the boy names Elliott after 


a character in his picture book. For six 
years, Pete (played by Oakes Fegley) and 
Elliott grow up side-by-side beneath the 
forest’s lush canopy until a logging oper¬ 
ation led by lumber mill owner Jack 
Meacham (Wes Bentley) and his brother 
Gavin (Karl Urban) disturbs the peace. 

Jack’s wife Grace (Bryce Dallas Howard), 
who is a forest ranger, discovers Pete liv¬ 
ing wild and spirits him back to civilisation. 

The orphan bonds with her daughter 
Natalie (Oona Laurence) and father (Robert 
Redford), who claims to have seen a 


dragon many years ago. Grace has always 
rejected the old man’s outlandish tale. 

“Just because you can’t see something 
doesn’t mean it’s not there,” he reminds 
her. However, the ranger cannot believe in 
the existence of mythical beasts, even 
when Pete draws a crayon picture of his 
best friend. 

“I know those woods like the back of my 
hand,” Grace tells her husband Jack. “I 
couldn’t have missed a dragon.” 

Pete’s Dragon casts a heady spell by 
combining solid, old-fashioned storytelling 


with dazzling visuals. The bond between 
boy and beast is lovingly sketched in the 
opening 30 minutes, so when they are 
separated, every fibre of our being roots 
for a rousing reunion. 

Digital trickery melds seamlessly with 
live action and terrific performances from 
the human cast are anchored by relative 
newcomer Fegley, whose expressive eyes 
reflect his pint-sized hero’s aching loss.

T HE F-Type should definitely 
be on your radar by now. First 
launched in 2014 and revised 
just last year, it is the Porsche-worry¬ 
ing coupe and roadster that gave 
Jaguar a true successor to the E-Type, 
as well as a halo effect on the rest of 
the range. Now the SVO department 
has turned its attentions to it to create 
the F-Type SVR. 

The changes are detailed and wide- 
ranging, with more power and torque 
from the 5.0-litre V8 engine, reduced 
drag and increased downforce thanks 
to the new rear wing, diffuser and 
front valance. 

You can have an F-Type SVR in 
Roadster or Coupe form, just like the 
R version it’s based on, and arguably 
it is the latter that’s the better-looking 
of the two. The exterior changes cer¬ 
tainly add aggression to what was an 
elegant and pretty shape and you’re 


left in no doubt that the SVR means 
business. Pick of the colour chart is 
the sharp blue shade that shows off 
the strong lines to best effect. 

The F-Type and Jaguars in general 
have come a long way in the image 
stakes in just a few years thanks to an 
expanded range and exciting designs 
and SVR as a sub-brand now has a 
second model to boost its recogni¬ 
tion. The F-Type SVR is the fastest 
series production Jaguar ever and can 
crack 200mph - that’s a potent image 
to project. 

There’s no loss of cabin space in the 
SVR transformation, but it remains a 
strict two-seater with an intimate, 
rather than spacious, cabin. Even so, 
six-footers can be comfortably accom¬ 
modated in the supportive sports 
seats, the glovebox and storage bins 
will swallow plenty of oddments and 
the boot on the Coupe is big enough 
for a medium suitcase, as well as some 
smaller bags, too. The Roadster’s boot 


is inevitably smaller, but space is 
freed up by opting for the tyre repair 
kit over a spare and putting the roof 
down doesn’t impact on boot space. 

The tweaks beneath the skin are 
significant to the point where Jaguar 
developed a new suspension knuckle 
to improve the response, as well as 
bespoke tyres with Pirelli just for 
this car. 

In normal driving, the first thing 
you notice is that it rides surprisingly 
well. Even this most extreme car in 
the range retains this familiar Jaguar 
quality and it’s clearly designed to be 
used every day. It’s even relatively 
quiet in the standard driving mode. 

But the SVR is best enjoyed when 
driven with a little more aggression. 
Switch into Dynamic mode and the 
most notable difference is the firmed- 
up suspension, although the driver 
can tweak the individual settings for 
the steering, engine and gearbox. 

The engine dominates the experi¬ 


ence, crackling and rasping with even 
more volume than the already loud R 
Coupe and pushing the SVR hard 
above 1 OOmph. With the freedom of 
the track to explore its full potential, 
the SVR remains pleasingly rear- 
drive in its balance. 

You can feel the front wheels 
helping out occasionally, but this is 
a car that can be sideways into, 
through and on the exit of a bend, if 
you so wish. To call it fun would be a 
gross understatement. 

In Coupe form the SVR checks in 
at £110,000, with another £5k 
required for the Roadster. That makes 
it almost £20,000 more than the R 
model, but for that you get the extra 
power and torque, the exterior 
changes, including the aero upgrades 
and unique alloy wheels, the bespoke 
suspension upgrades, the 25kg 
weight loss, including the lightweight 
exhaust, and some interior fillips. 
That seems like good value.

ALU RARING TO GO 



Exciting times: Dele Alii is eagerly 
anticipating Saturday’s start of

DELE ALLI is eagerly anticipating the start of 
the new Premier League season as Tottenham 
Hotspur prepare to launch their campaign this 
weekend. 

Spurs were genuine challengers for the title 
for much of last season before fading away 
badly in the closing stages, but still managed to 
seal a third-placed finish to secure automatic 
qualification for the Champions League for the 
first time. 

And it will be a largely familiar squad that 
heads up to Everton for Saturday’s league 
opener, with Spurs having been able to keep 
hold of all their key players - while bolstering 
their ranks by bringing in midfielder Victor 
Wanyama from Southampton and striker Vin¬ 
cent Janssen from Dutch outfit AZ Alkmaar. 

Spurs have endured mixed fortunes during 
pre-season as they lost to both Juventus and 
Atletico Madrid during their tour to Australia, 
but they bounced back from these defeats in 
fine style by recording a stunning 6-1 win over 
Italian giants Inter Milan in Oslo on Friday 
afternoon. 

Midfielder Alii, making his first appearance 
of pre-season following his involvement in 


Euro 2016, was among Tottenham’s scorers in 
the match, and he believes that the result will 
give everyone at the club a lift. 

“We’re delighted with the win and it was 
important to get that for confidence ahead of 
the new season,” he said. “It was a great per¬ 
formance by the team and just what we needed. 

“I felt a bit rusty to be honest, but it was good 
to get the cobwebs off and get some minutes. 
We’re ready and raring to go now for the first 
game against Everton. 

“After this performance we are going to be 
raring for the first whistle to go. It’s important 
to get a win on the first day of the season. We’re 
all excited, and I’m sure the mood will be 
good.” 

Harry Kane put his disappointing Euro 2016 
behind him by scoring twice against Inter, while 
Erik Lamela, Janssen and youngster Shayon 
Harrison also got on the scoresheet.

“He scored 
a goal, and for mine I just played it to him, he 
laid it off and I put it in the back of the net. 

“I’m also pleased for Harry. You know what 
you’re going to get with him. You know he’s 
going to score goals whoever he plays against. 
It was two great finishes from him, and I’m 
sure he’ll be delighted.”
